A dispatch from Birmingham, Ala., 


of the 6th inst., says: City Marshall 
England,of Ironday, was fatally wound- 
ed, and three negroes killed late this 
evening, about a mile from tbe town 
of Irondale, six miles from this city. 
The negroes were accused of stealing, 
and the City Marshal, accompanied by 
Depty Sheriff Fortenberry,went to their 
cabin to arrest them. The negroes saw 
the officers coming and started to run 
when England called upon' them to 
halt. One of the fugitives turned and 
fired three times, two of the shots tak- 
ing effect, and the Marshal fell to the 
ground mortally wounded. Deputy 
Sheriff Fortenberry immediately open- 
ed fire on the negroes with deadly ef- 
fect. By the time the chambers of his 
revolvers were emptied three negroes 
lay dead on the roadside. England 
was carried at once to his home in 
Irondale and medical assistance sum- 
moned from this city, while the negroes 
were left where they lay. 


Further trouble is expected, as the 


negroes have become very bold on ac- 
count of the result of the recent elec- j 
tion, in which a Republican Mayor j 
was elected. 
The Democrats claimed ] 


that some of the negroes voted illegal- 
ly and a contest is now in the Supreme 
Court. The Republicans being suc- 
cessful in the lower court. The Mayor 
elected, James E. Weidman, his father 
J. C. Weidman the Postmaster, and J. 
W. Carpenter, a lawyer, were all serv- 
ed with warning White Cap letters. 
The postomce is boycotted and all let- 
ters are mailed on the train. This has 
created affairs which renders the worst 
class of negroes bold, and the better 
class of white people are getting des- 
perate. The killing to-day has inten- 
sified tbe excitement on both sides.

A Carbondale special says : Two 


singular accidents befell Leroy and 
Eddie Stonebrick, of Dybnry, in Wayne 
county, on two succesive days. The 
boys were playing around their father's 
sap works when Eddie accidently ran 
against Roy knocking him into a hot 
boiling pan of sap. Eddie at once 
pulled the little fellow out and poured 
cold sap over his body. He was bad- 
ly scalded and died next day. 


On the day following Eddie and 


Mabel his sister, were sent to the barn 
to let the cows out of the-^tables. A 
rope was put about the body of Eddie, 
who played horse while Mabel was in- 
side. As a young heifer was passing out 
the wind blew the door partially shut. 
The animal threw her head down and 
toward Eddie to escape being hit by 
the door, and in so doing ran one horn 
under the rope around Eddie's body. 
At once she became badly frightened 
and darted madly around the yard 
with Eddie dangling from her horns. 
After being whirled three or four times 
around the yard the little fellow's per- 
ilous ride suddenly terminated by the 
rope breaking. He escaped with bruis- 
es and scratches about the head and 
face.

has been on exhibition in all the prin- 
cipal cities of the State, and which was 
claimed by many to be superior, in 
point of intricate mechanism, to the 
famous Strasburg clock, is prostrated 
over the intelligence that his instru- 
ment was burned and entirely destroy- ' 
ed in the Hoover block fire at Ovvego, 
N. Y. 


A recent decision of the Supreme 


Court is of interest to every property 
holder in a borough or city. Hereto- 
fore the town or corporation has been 
held liable for damages resulting from 
defective sidewalks. The decision of 
the Supreme Court makes the property 
holder directly responsible. In the 
case in question a property owner in 
Brookville, ;a Jefefron county, had 
been .notified in the Jill by the borough 
authorities to repair his sidewalk. 
He 


agreed to repair it so that it would be 
safe during'the winter and in the spring 
to lay a new stone walk. He did make 
a few repairs, but a hole was lei: in 
which a lady caught her foot, sustain- 
ing injuries for^which she recovered 
damages from the borough to the ex- 
tent of $5,000. In contesting the claim 
the borough gave notice to the proper- 
ty owner. In the court of common 
pleas the borough was beaten, but the 
Supreme Court reversed the court be^ 
low and directed judg nient against the 
property owner for the full amount aud 
of the judgement and costs. When 
property owaers learn that they, and 
not the borough authorities, are respon- 
sible for damages resulting from defec- 
tive sidewalks, which they have been 
notified to repair, and are by munici- 
pal law required to keep in repair, 
they will probably be more careful. 
This is good wholesome law, and ought 
to put an end to bad sidewalks.

A dispatch from Birmingham, Ala,, 
of the 6th inst., says: City 
Marshall 
England,of Ironday, was fatally wound- 
edf and three negroes killed late this 
evening, about a mile from the town 
of Irondale, six miles from this city. 
The negroes were accused of stealing, 
and the City Marshal, accompanied by 
Depty SherifTFortenberryiWent to their 
cabin to arrest them. The negroes saw 
the officers coming and started to run 
when England called upon* them to 
halt. 
One of the fugitives turned and 
fired three times, two of the shots tak- 
ing effect, and the Marshal fell to the 
ground 
mortally 
wounded. 
Deputy 
Sheriff Fortenberry immediately open- 
ed fire on the negroes with deadly ef- 
fect. By the time the chambers of his 
revolvers were emptied three negroes 
lay dead on the roadside. 
England 
was carried at once to his home in 
Irondale and medical assistance sum- 
moned from this city, while the negroes 
were left where they lay. 


Further trouble is expected, as the 
negroes have become very bold on ac- 
count of the result of the recent elec- 
tion, in which a Republican Mayor 
was elected. 
The Democrats claimed 
that some of the negroes voted illegal- 
ly and a contest is now in the Supreme 
Court. 
The Republicans 
being 
suc- 
cessful in the lower court. 
The Mayor 
elected, James E, Weidman, his father 
J. C. Weidman the Postmaster, and J. 
W. Carpenter, a lawyer, were all serv- 
ed with warning White C a p letters. 
The postofflce is boycotted and all let- 
ters are mailed on the train. 
This has 
created affairs which renders the worst 
class of negroes bold, and the better 
class of white people are getting 
des- 
perate. 
The killing to-day has inten- 
sified the excitement on both sides.

FEEDING IIOKSES. 


An English veterinary surgeon recom- 
mends that those who 
have charge of 
horses, especially- farm horses, should be 
taught that the stomach of a horse is not 
like the rumen of a cow, a mere receptacle 
for food, but an essential organ of diges- 
tion of limited capacity', which does not 
need to be crammed in order to perform 
its proper functions, and that it cannot 
be so treated without danger to the ani- 
mal; that the teeth of the horse are pro- 
vided for the purpose of masticating the 
food, and that the food which does not 
require mastication should be sparingly, 
if ever, used. 
He further 
recommends 
tliat no horse be put to work immediate- 
ly after a full meal, and where a horse 
has done a heavy day's M'ork it should be 
stand in the staljle until it is cool and 
comfortable before beincr fed. 
A little 
water may be given, and if a little good 
hay be put into the rack it will occupy 
his attention, and beside requiring proper 
mastication will further have the eiïect 
to slightly stnnulate the stomach to se- 
cretion, and to prepare it for the recep- 
tion of the feed which is to follow.

The fowl does not chew 
its food and incorporate the saliva into 
it, as other animals do, but it practically 
accomplishes the same purpose in tho 
manner in which it takes its drink. 
The 
mandibles of the fowls arc in constant 
exercise wheu drinking, and drop by 
drop tho liquid goes into the crop, pre- 
pared not only to moisten the food, but 
to mix with it a most important agent of 
digestion. 
Almost the only grain-food 
I have fed for many years has been a 
mixture, in varying proportions, of dry 
wlieat-bran and cornmeal, and I have 
never had, since I adopted that pactice, 
a sick or a poor fowl, old or young, and 
I have lost bv death but two fowls in the 
last ten years, aud they from well-known 
causes, having no relation whatever to 
this subject.

AYhen starting in my business life in 
1S32, says Jonathan Talcott in the Ex- 
aminer^ sheep were considered by their 
owners able to stand all storms of fall 
and winter unprotected.

thought them well protected in winter, 
and amply cared for if they had plenty 
of hay given them in,an open yard.

stormy weather their hay would be given 
them under their sheds. 
Grain' was not 
counted in their daily rations. 
Sheep in 
those days were not expected to come to 
the barn till the fields v;ere covered with 
snow, and no more feed could be gleaned 
by the 
fiock. 
The barn3'ard was then 
the last resort. 
After falling oil in flesh 
the last few weeks in pasture, they were 
brought to the barn, in too many in- 
stances, to continue to lose flesh and ap- 
petite, and if they lived through the 
winter (which some failed to do), many 
of the breeding ewes lost their lambs, 
and nearly their flecces also, under tho 
treatment they had received since the 
early fall.

too, in opposition to all 1 had been taught 
by precept and example and observatioir 
of tho doings of older farmers who were 
engaged 
in 
sheep liusbandry 
in 
my 
vicinity. 


This experiment 
was so satisfactory 
.that I determined to improve upoji. it, if 
possible, beginning to house my flock 
during all cold rainstorms iu the fall, or 
snowstorms, if any came before the flock 
were put into winter quarters, taking care 
that their feeding racks were well 
filled 
with hay before the sheep were housed, 
thus getting the fl.ock used to eating hay 
before tJicy were confined in their winter 
quarters. 


After tlie benefits of protection were 
fully established 
to my satisfaetiou, a 
more liberal course^ 
of 
feeding was 
adopted. 
A grain ration of corn was fed 
the flock as soon as grass failed to give 
tUeni proper sustenance, and was con- 
tinued till about the first of June of tho 
following year. 
The ewes were thus 
keptiitrong and vigorous, and the Jambs 
also WiU'e strong and healthy, aud nearly 
all were raised. 
Thus the flock increaseij 
rajfidly in numbers and condition. 


IN TIIE DISSECTING HOOM: 


DBIiVIKO FOR KNOWIiEDOB AXONa 
BONES AND TIVCOEB. 


Tho Student's ilrcss—I'rlccs Paid F o r 
Subjects -- DaufferousT 
"Work—A 
Terrible Death. 


Tho dissecting room of the Kew York 
College of Physicians and Surgeons is a 
vast chamber fully 200 feet long and 100 
feet wide. 
It contaius thirty-six dissect- 
ing tables and 
stools to 
accommodate 
five students at cach table, 
Tho dissect- 
ing t-ablo is merely a slab of black slato 
seven feet long, supported on iron frames. 
The *'subject'* reposes upon the tablo 
and the students, with knives of rnzor- 
liko sharpness, work their will upon it. 


For the purpose of study each subject 
is divided into flve parts—the head, the 
two arms and tho two legs. 
The subject 
is not cut \ip into five parts, however, 
but remains intact until it has served its 
purpose. 
Each student is required to 
pay $1 for his part, and he works on that 
exclusively for as long as a month. 


Tho student's dress iu the dissecting 
room resembles that of 
the , butcher of 
ordinary life; over his street dress he 
slips a'loose lineu **duster/' and thus 
equipped he goes to work. 


While working tho medical student is 
a cheerful, even a hilarious body. 
He 
sings or whistles, and 
smokes, cracks 
jokes and behaves himself generally in 
an apparently frivolous manner. 
The 
business which engages his attention iu 
the dissecting room has to his 
profes- 
sional nerves not the remotest suggestion 
of the horrible or the grotesque. 
It is 
the recognized legitimate mode of study 
—nothing else. 


It is an open secrct at the College of 
Phvsicians and Sursfcons that all cada- 
•• 
vJ 


vers that have passed through the dis- 
secting room are burned to ashes in a 
crematory situated somewhere within the 
college buildings, but none of the stu- 
dents have ever seen the crematory or 
have even the remotest idea where it is 
located. 


The sourcc whence subjects for 
the 
dissecting room are procured is a tanta- 
lizing mystery 
to the students. 
The 
Morgue is the most likely place, but not 
even the Morgue of this big town can 
supply all that are needed. 
Grave rob- 
bery is an extinct form of crime, but 
pauper deathbeds arc numberless, and no 
one knows or cares what becomes of 
friendless paupers after death. 
Medical 
science 
cannot 
perform its functions 
without cadavers, and the law of supply 
and demand applies in tho **stiff" market 
as in evej-y other. 


The price paid for subjects by medical 
colleges in New York varies according to 
whether the supply is plentiful or slack. 
Ordinarily it is said to be $5 for each 
cadaver, just the price which working 
students pay for it in addition to their 
ordinary college dues. 
It is said that 
cadavers bought at the Morgue are the 
perquisite of the keeper, who sells them 
to the colleges. 
It is an erroneous idea 
that cadavers are rushed to the dissecting 
room immediately after death has given 
them that name. 
No cadaver that is not 
at least six months old is ever sent to the 
dissecting room of the New York College 
of Physicians and 
Surgeons. 
For in- 
stance, all cadavers intended for that 
place are kept in refrigerators for fully 
six months before they arc suffered to 
come under the knives -of the students. 
By that time they are dried out com- 
pletely and there is no longer the small- 
est danger of contagion from the processes 
of decay. 
The University of the City of 
New York pickles all cadavers intended 
for tlic dissecting room of its medical 
classes. 


Work in the dissecting room is not 
without its dangers—even horrors, for 
there is the ever present possibility that 
the knife may slip and cut the hand of 
the operator. 
Death in such an event 
would be certain 
within twent3'-four 
hours afterward, and horrible beyond the 
imagination 
to picture. 
In 
scientific 
phrase, pyajmia would result from the 
poison whicU would enter the veins of 
the living from those of the dead. 
By 
the exercise of constant vigilance acci- 
dents of the nature here referred tm are 
exceedingly rare. 
None has yet occurred 
at the College of Physicians 
and 
Sur- 
geons. 
But it will be long before the 
medical 
world 
will forget the case of 
Dr. JJird, of Jersey City, 


Dr. Bird was a young and 
brilliant 
surgeon. 
One night while ho was at 
work on an autopsy he cut himself by 
purest accident with the operating knife. 
Blood 
poisoning set in, 
and 
within 
twenty-four hours Dr. Bird was liimself 
a corpse, the victim of the most revolt- 
ing death that can overtake a 
human 
bein" o* 


The faculty believed thoroughly 
in 
vivisection as a means to a useful end. 
Once during every college year Dr. Cur- 
tis, Professor of Physiology, performs iu 
the public clinic room of the college, an 
operation which is to be witnessed ^t uo 
other medical school in the world, 
A 
living ox, the 
bigger 
the better, is 
brought into the room,.. Tho animal is 
propped up with liis huge chest fronting 
the spectators. 
Then he is put under 
the influence of ether and Professor Cur- 
tis opens his chest, cutting away the 
skin and aying bare the heart. 
Bellows 
of great capacity fan the minimal and en- 
able it to breathe. 
The object is to dis- 
play the living, beating Jieart In the very 
act of performing its normal functions. 
The lesson is the most valuable in the 
whole course of the student's training 
and the operation one of the most dilii- 
cult in surgery. 
At tho conclusion of 
his lecture l^rofesscr Curtis sews up those 


parts of tho ox*« pbysicarorg*rilfira wfiirtl 
lio has previously cut away, tho animni 
is permitted to come out of tho coma in- 
duced by the etherization, aud It is then 
led away and its wounds are suffered to 
heal. 
In tho dozen times that Professor 
Curtis has performed tho operation tho 
ox has rocovorod and lived out it«* allotted 
span of life without permanent ill cffocta.

Pure colors upon, garments can be ol>- 


taiaed only when the material is fist per- 
fectly cleansed. For this purpose brush 
the stains with a lukewarm, strong solu- 
tion of soda, then work for half an hour 
in a solution of medium concentration, 
rinse well and lay down for several hours, 
preferably over night, in warm, water. 
For bright colors, such as red. bordeaux, 
etc., boil the goods in water, in order to 
remove any trace of alkali from them, 
which is necessary for a good dye. To 
neutralize any remaining lye by acids is 
an erroneous notion, because it dulls the 
colors and shows the fades after dyeing. 
The less acid is used in dyeing, the bet- 
ter are the lades covered.—Courier-Jour- 
nal.

Another 
contrivance, under special patent, for 
disposing of kitchea odors, is a pot-cover 
connected by a pips to a stove lid. 
Through this pipe the steam and odor of 
the cooking passes off through the stove 
lid to the Sues of the stove into the 
cnimaev. The last contrivance Is awk- 
ward and apt to be In the way. Thece 
are many kitchens built in such a way 
that it Is almost Impossible to keep the 
odor of cooking from getting upstairs or 
Into the living-rooms of the house, where 
it dinars to uoholstery and leaves a stuffy, 
disagreeable atmosphere. The location 
of the-kitchen for this reason should be 
a matter of serious consideratloa in 
building a house.—New York Tribune.

DYEINa OF GARMENTS. 


Pure colors u|M)n garmedla can be ob- 
tained only whon the material is first per- 
fectly cleansed. 
For this purpose brush 
the stains with a lukewarm, strong solu- 
tion of ¿oda, then work for half an hour 
in a solution of medium concentration, 
rinse well and lay down for several hours, 
preferably over night, in warm water. 
For bright colors, such as red, bordeaux, 
etc., boil tho goods in water, in order to 
remove any trace of alkali from them, 
which is necessary for a good dye. 
To 
neutralize any remaining lye by acids is 
an erroneous notion, because it dulls tho 
colors and shows the fades after dyeing. 
The less acid is used in dyeing, the bet- 
ter arc the lades covered.— Couricr-Joiir' 
naL

CHIMNEYS 
AND SOOT IX GENERAL, 


There is nothing moro vexatious than 
a stove which does not perform its 
duties, yet there is no more certain test 
of an incapable servant or housekeeper 
thau continual complaint of the stove. 
There are very few poor stoves. 
All 
first-class 
iron moulders make 
good 
kitchen stoves, which only require to be 
set right, kept clean and treated intelli- 
gently to cook well. 
It is not at all an 
uncommon thing to find the principal 
dampers of a stove in regular use sealed 
up with soot and ashes, and the flues of 
the oven overflowing; and yet the mis- 
tress of the house is wondering w)iy the 
stove smokes or why the oven does not 
bake on the bottom. 
Even when every 
damper in the stove is in order and the 
oven flues arc clean, the flue of the chim- 
ney may be so choked with soot that the 
stove cannot get a breath of fresh air. A 
chimney in steady use in the kitchen 
ought to be cleaned at least once every 
two or three years to insure draft. Some 
chimneys may draw well for years with- 
out cleaning, but they are exceptional. If 
the -kitchen tire does not come up clear in 
half or three-quarters of an hour after it 
is started there is something radically 
wrong about the drafts. 
As often as 
once a mouth all the oven Hues should be 
cleansed. 
This is not a pleasant task, 
but it is necessary. 


THE ODOi; OV FOOD. 


There have been many inventions by 
means of which the odors of cooking are 
disposed of in the kitchen, so that they 
do not permeate the rest of the house. 
One of the most perfect solutions of this 
problem is a kitchen so arranged that 
there may be a window in the ceiling 
which will carry oil odors and superfluous 
heat, but this is not always ])ossible. 
A 
hood over the stove with a pipe leading 
into a flue of the chimney, but not into 
into the one in use, in connection with 
the stove, is said to be excellent. 
It 
would seem to be a self-evident fact that 
the same flue of a chimney should not be 
used twice, that a second opening would 
seriously interfere with the draught, yet 
a common source of a poor draught is 
such an opening ior another fire. Another 
contrivance, under special patent, for 
disposing of kitchen odors, is a jiot-gover 
connected by a pipe to a stove lid. 
Through this pipe the steam and odor of 
the cooking passes off through the stove 
lid to the flues of the stove into the 
chimney. 
The last contrivance is awk- 
ward and apt to bo in the way. 
TheBC 
arc many kitchens built in such a way 
that it is almost impossible to keep the 
odor of cooking from getting upstairs or 
into the living-rooms of the house, where 
it clinics to upholstery and leaves a stuffy, 
disagreeable atmosphere. 
The location 
of the kitchen for this reason should bo 
a matter of serious consideration 
in 
buildiniT a house.—New York Tribune. 


JîtCIPES. 


jDried Apple Dumplings—One pint of 
dried apples, cut, one-half pint of sweet 
milk, two teaspoonfuls of baking powder 
and one tablespoonful of butter or lard. 
Use flour sufficient to make into small 
biscuits, and drop into boiling water and 
boil quickly till the apples are 
done. 
Cut the apples into small bits with scis- 
sors, and soak in warm water before 
making. 
Eat with cream sauce flavored 
with nutmeg. 


Chicken Pic—Singe and parboil a pair 
of chickens, cut them up and cook till 
quite tender. 
Uncover when 
nearly 
done and let the water boil away till re- 
duced one-half. 
Line a large, deep pan 
with biscuit dough made very short and 
rolled about an inch thick, and put m 
the chicken cut into finer pieces, with 
butter, salt, pepper, a dredging of flour, 
and their own gravy. 
Cover and bake 
till the upper crust is brown. 
Serve 
with mashed potato and cranberry sauce. 


Green Pea Soup—Shell three pounds 
of young, freshly gathered peas and cook 
in a large saucpan. 
At the same tima 
have the well washed pods boiling in a 
quart of water In another saucepan. 
A-t 
the end of hulf an hour strain the water 
off the pods into the vessel 
coniaining 
the peab. 
Add a pint of sweet milk and 
a cup of rich cream and one or twQ.pilot 
crackers broken into bits. 
"When tho 
soup comes to a boil season with salt, 
pepper and a small lump of butter. 


Mutton Stew—^To make a palatable 
dish out of the neck piece of mutton, 
cut the meat into pieces about two inches 
square; put a tablespoonful of fat into a 
kettio; when hut put in the meat, u level 
teaspoonful of salt and a little pepper, 
cover closely, stir often so it will not 
burn. 
In twuntv minutes it shoukl be 
nicely browned. 
Pour over the meat a 
quart of boiling water, ]jut on** a tight 
cover and place tlie kettle where iho 
water will just .simmer, not boil, for two 
huurtf. 
Thicken the grav} and serve hot.

Herr Wcíí^ert, a member of a firm of 
Berlin bankers» has been given a patent 
for the ]irodiiction of electric light with- 
out either dynamos or accumulators. 


Glory awaite the first amateur photo- 
grapher who will tiike a picture of globu- 
lar lightning, a phenomenon known to 
occur, but of which no trustworthy oiri- 
dcuce exists. 


It takes but a small quantity of nou- 
transparent matter to produce tho dim- 
ming effect of Imze.

fuchshine, possibly a weight of water or 
dust not much greater would suflice for 
visibility in a column of air lüüO feet 
long. 


Potato paint is a novelty, which is said 
to adhere well to \vond and plaster, and 
to be very cheap. 
To make it, boil one 
pound of peeled potatoes, mash, dilute 
with Avatcr and pass through a seive; then 
add two pounds of Spanish white in four 
pounds of water. 
Different colors can 
lie had by tlie use of the ordinary mineral 
powders. 


In the new proccss for si^inning and 
weaving glass into cloth-the warp is com- 
posed of silk forming the body and 
groundwork, on which the pattern in 
glass appears. 
Not less than fifty to 
sixty of the original glass strand are re- 
quired to form one thread of the weft, 
and not more than a yard of the cloth 
can be produced in twelve hours. 


A physician ofAUeghuuy City, Penn., 
lias invented a machine for car\'iug planjvS 
of wood according to various paClerns. 
The planks are run through the machine 
as they are for producing planed, tongued 
and grooved boards; but by means of 
knives skillfully adjusted, which 
run 
across the fibre of the wood, very intricate 
designs are carved continually from end 
to end. 


Hydrogen gas has been liquified, but 
it requires a pressure of 10,0ü0 pounds to 
the square inch, and a temperature of 
220 degrees below zero. 
It forms a blue 
liquid, which, by the cold produced by 
its own evaporation, may be frozen for an 
instant to a solid with a metalic lustre, 
thus confirming the theory that hydrogen 
is a gaseous metal, just as mercury is a 
liquid one. 


An improved white lead process has 
been originated by a Glasgow inventor. 
It consists of SL simply constructed fur- 
nace which distils the lead ore at the 
rate of about two tons daily per furnace, 
the final oxidation and conversion into 
white lead taking place in an 
outer 
chamber, while the distilled white lead is 
collected in a condenser and then washed 
and dried for use. 


A very reliable sign of stormy weather 
is when the sun rises clear and shortly 
goes into a cloud. 
This indicates the 
presence of rapidly condensing moisture 
in the atmosphere, which is likely to 
soon fall as rain. 
A lurid color of the 
sky at sunrise, halos around the sua and 
moon, "a rainbow in the morning," and 
the **sun drawing water" are due to the 
same cause, and are all omens of stormy 
weather.

New uses for wood pulp are constantly 
being devised. 
One of the latest is its 
employment, as the basis of a plastic 
compound to serve as a substitute for 
lime mortar in covering and- finishing 
walls, and the process has been patented. 
It is designed to possess' ajl the desirable 
qualities of ordinary mortar Avitli the ad- 
ditional qualities of being harder, and 
when applied to wood work, in a thin 
coat, rendering it both fire and water 
proof.

He is about forty-five 
years of age, is ruddy, smiling and M^ell 
fed and speaks our language like a na-
